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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , it is not clear what exactly is "the color temperature". How 
exactly "the color temperature" can be measured? Is it the intensity of the electron 
beam of the CRT that generates heat? Why does applicant refer to "the color 
temperature", but not the color intensity? What is the difference between the "color 
temperature", the color intensity, and the brightness of the pixel? 

Claim 1 , lines 6-8 recites "modifying a value of at least one pixel within said 
selected portion to increase the color temperature of said at least one pixel," the 
question is if there were three colors (R, G, B) in a pixel, how exactly one could increase 
the temperature of the Green color only without increase the temperature of the Red 
and Blue colors? What exactly is the "white color temperature"? 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, it is not clear how exactly the color temperature of a 
portion of the CRT screen and the color temperature of a LCD screen can be increased. 

Regarding claim 4, if there were three colors (R, G, B) in a pixel, how exactly one 
could increase the temperature of the Green color only without increasing the 
temperature of the Red and Blue colors? What exactly is the "white color temperature"? 

Regarding claim 5, what exactly is the "white color temperature"? 
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Regarding claim 6, what type of device can be used to measure a low RGB 
temperature from a high RGB temperature? What is the temperature range between 
the measured high color temperature and the measured low color temperature? 

Regarding claim 7, what exactly is the "color shift controller increases the color 
temperature of said at least one pixel relative to a color temperature of a background of 
said display screen"? What is the temperature range between the pixel and the 
background of the display screen? 

Regarding claims 8-24, note the rejections as set forth above with respect to 
claims 1-7.
